M. L. McKinley, who had been slated for the 
place, is said to have declined, not wishing to 
make another losing race. 

For city clerk there is much talk of James

FIRE RAGES NEAR. 


Garrick and Olympie Audi- 
ences Enjoy Stage Un- 
‘aware of Bursting Lake 

Street Blaze. 


SCENE HAS MANY THRIDLS 


| The first fire of consequence since the Iro- 


quois disaster in proximity to theaters while 


| performances were in progress occurred last 
night, when the four story building at 107- 


109 Lake street, occupied by the Corbin Cab- 
inet Lock company, the Corbin Screw Cor- 
poration company, and other firms, caught 
fire for the second time within six weeks. 
This time it was an extensive blaze, and it 
became a matter of thrills and peril because 
of the fact that the Garrick theater stands 
just across the narrow alley in the rear of the 
burned building. The Olympic is not more 


than 100 feet west of the Garrick. 

The memory of the Iroquois fire was in the 
minds of the firemen and police, to say noth- 
ing of the theatrical men, and fear that 
panics would break out with disastrous re- 
suits took possession of everybody who saw 
the blaze. 


„Features at Garrick Theater. 

As a result some features not on the pro- 
grams were interpolated in the presentation 
of the “Girl of the Golden West in the 
Garrick theater, and two vaudeville acts 
were dispensed with in the Olympic, the au- 
dience at the latter house being hurriedly 
dismissed an hour before the usual time. 
Few members of the audiences in either the- 
ater knew of the fire until they walked out 
into the street and saw the fire engines 
spitting sparks. 

Surface car lines were tied up by fire hose 
and the basement of the Garrick theater, in

Alarm from Olympic Theater.

verse, torn from a magazine, which Mrs. 

ra McDonald, Guerin’s slayer, appears to 
have carried with her at all times.

It is not certain that these three women 
and the child are still alive. One of the men 
rescued today says two of them died while 
the eleven survivors were being taken of 
the wreck. 8 


Prince Consort a Hero. 
The prince consort. husband of Queen WTl- 
helmina. was one of the heroes of the roses 
party. He arrived at the scene of the wreck 
yesterday and all day watched the efforts 
to rescue the handful of men still clinging 
to the wreck. When ali hope had been 
abandoned he declared: 
“We won't return to The Hague before 
we save them: we must get them somehow.” 
This afternoon, in spite of the gale ang 
the heavy seas which threatened to crush 
any boat that ventured into them, another 
effort was decided upon. A small boat and 
a pilot boat put off for the wreck. 
The prince consort himself manned one 
of the oars of the smaller boat. With the 
hardy Dutch sallors, he helped get a line ow 
board the wreck. Then he helped drag the 
eleven survivors into the boat. He put his 
fur overcoat around one of the rescued ~~ 
women and gave his gloves to another. 
Then when the eleven survivors had been 
transferred to the pilot boat the prince, with 
the consort boat, pulled ashore. Ashe landes 
the assembled thousands greeted him and 
his companions with uproarious cheers 


Rescue Work Is Daring. 
The work of rescue was accomplished with 


the greatest difficulty. Buffeted and driven

WHALES A? LONG ISLAND. 


‘ON OF SOHOOL WHICH sUR- 
PRISED FISHERMAN OAUGHT. 


Long Chase by the Old Time Hunt- 
ers at Amagansett Ends in Kin- 
ing of Huge Animal—Haré Tupsle 
Given by Largest After He Had 
Been Harpooned by Ancient Fel- 
lower of Sea—Number Which A. 
pear Unknown. 


Amagansett, L. I., Feb. 22-—{Special.j—Al- 
though it was a Yankee holiday, there was 
one school that was attending to business 
this morning. It was a school of whales, and 
it selected a part of Uncle Sam's rolling 
backyard that whales properly schooled 
might have known enough to sail past. 
This is off the shore of this village, where 
there is a settlement of veteran whalers 
equipped with everything invented to pre- 
vent whales growing old enough to spout at 
the annual banquet of their alumni. 
Nobody may know with certainty just how 
large a school it Was that came into view of 
the watehers In the several towers of the 
life savers just after dawn. The man in the 
Amagansett tower saw three, the man five 
miles to the westward observed four oF 
five, and another spygiass operator five miles 
further weet got a view of several more. 
Other folks who used the plain glass of the 
village marching club had still larger visions 
of the school. 
It wae a bitter morning, the temperature 
being close to zero, but if the ‘mercury had 
burst the bulb it would not have frozen the 
spirits of the grizzled folk whose chief de- 
Vight in life fe to chase whales. It has been 
many years since the veterans have been at 
a killing off shore, and never before has 80 
large a cetacean been seen blowing within 
less than two miles of the beach. 


Aged Man First in Chase. 


The first man to run down past the snow 
capped dunes to the frogen edge of the sea 
was Capt. John Edwards, retired seaman 
and whaler, still a good hand at an oar, al- 
though 76 and tough as a shark's hide and 
straight as the trident of Neptune. He got 
a crew of six men, mostly fishermen whose 
experience as whalers had been in off shore 
battles near Amagansett, and launched his 
boat, with harpoon gun in the bow. 

Capt. Gabe Hdwards, brother of Capt. Joh 
had his own boat fitted with a gasoline motor 
and rushed through the surf, which was five 
feet tall, and covered the oilekinned fishermen 
with frozen spray, giving them the aspect of 
so many Santa Clauses. 

Three other rewe launched fishing dories 
and the five boats put after the inshore whale, 
which was not more than two miles off the 
beach. 

The big boat of Capt. Josh had the lead 
and kept it. It was clear that the whale 
was & monster, the biggest ever seen by 
Amagansett folk and that he did not seem 
to care much Whether or not all the whaling 
talent and pluck of the village were after 
him. His pärtner, an infant forty footer, ap- 
parently got scared and steered @ course up 
the coast. 

Capt. Josh was within a quarter of a mile 
ef the big one when he breached, waving his 
Rukes in a manner that seemed derisive, But 
he came up again, and if the skipper had not 
been so close to civilization and had seen 
whalet more frequently in recent years he 
might have been tempted to shout There 
she blows!”’ 


Oapt. Josh’s Harpoon Lands. 
When Capt. Josh was within twenty-five 
yards of the whale he decided to fire the har- 
poon. He feared that if he delayed longer 
the big fellow would be frightened by the 
following squadron of boats and scamper 
below. The harpoom struck the whaie over 
the lunge He gave & mighty leap, Clearing

the surface of the sea and spouting blood. 
and then vanished head first beneath the 
boiling sea.

The harpoon line went hissing out as the 
boat bounded off the wake of the whale. He 
rose to the surface, lashing the seas about 
‘Kim. into a surflike veastiness.

sthashing the troubled surface into geysers, 
whose spray fell 4 some of the boats, with 
mighty perpendicular strokes of his flukes.

Other Boats Tag On. 

Finally the men in the following boats de- 
cided to escape possible destruction and to 
tag on to Josh’s boat. Painters were quickly 
passed and made fast from bow to stern and 
thé energy of the whale slackened.a bit. He 
dived repeatedly, and every time he came up 
he beat the sea into frothy commotion with 
slashing blowe of his flukes. 

Capt. Josh, who hae stood tn the bow of 
| many e boat in the olden time and harpooned 
whales in the old fashioned 
personal energy, nerve, and aim to make a 
hit, sald he had seen whales in many waters, 
from the arctic seas to the equator, put up 
fights for their Mves, but that the big fellow 
he tackled today was the boss scrapper of the 
sdventy-seven seas. After he had become 
tired of chasing himeelf around in a circle 
he headed for the open sea. He sometimes 
attained a speed of twenty knots, with Capt. 
Josh even with his string of five boats and 
the propeller of the gasoline launch reversed. 


Whale Starts for Queenstown. 

The epy glasses of the towers of three life 
stations were leveled at the procession head- 
ing for a foreign shore, and bets were laid 
that Cap. Josh would make a new record 
to Queenstown. 

Five hundred people who had heard of the 
sighting of the whale and the fight had come 
down to the beach and were making an ef- 
fort, with fiel@ and marine glasses and the 
naked eye, to see how the battle was going. 

The observer in the Amaganesett tower an- 
nounced at 11:30 a. m. that the whale had 
ceased to tow and had become the towee. 
The whale soon after gave up the struggle. 

The carcass was towed into the surf about 
100 yards west of the life saving station, 
Capt. Josh said it was a great prize and that 
the whalebone and oll ought to bring about 
$2,000.

A 
high state offictal said: 

Thie upheaval perhaps will be the most 
formidable thet has ever ocourred in Central 
America. At first it will be Honduras and 
Salvador against Nicaragua, but from infor 
mation which we have obtained we know 
that Guatemala will be the ally. of Nica- 
ragua. This will mean that all Central 
America will be in a state of war, with the 
exception of the republic of Costa Rica As 
to its attitude we are uncertain.”’ 

It has been officially stated that the pro- 
posed intervention of the United States, 
Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, and Ooste 
Rica in the Honduras-Nicaraguan dispute 
was initiated too late to secure the desired 
results. President Bonilla had already de. 
cided to submit the matter to arbitration 
when the overt act was committed which 
precluded the possibility of immediate cena 
tion of hostilities. 


Honduran Towns Captured. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 22.—The Nio- 
araguanh forces on Feb. 20 captured, without 
opposition, the town of El Truinfo, in Hon- 
duras. After six hours’ hard fighting yes- 
terday the Nicaraguan army occupied San 
Bernardo, an excellent position, owing to the 
fact that it is In communication by land 
and water with the Nicaraguan base of oper- 
ations.

Anxious to Slap Deneen. 

The house organization is in such a state 
of mind towards the governor that it ie per- 
fectly willing to take any step which is con- 
trary to his policy, and at the same time is not 
a dangerous step to take. Appearances in- 
dicate that Speaker Shurtleff and the gov- 
ernor have parted company so far as the leg- 
islature is concerned. There were no indi- 
catione of this until Mr. Shurtleff had been re- 
elected speaker and had effected the house 
organization.

‘While this pending resolution did not find 
its cause in legislative politics, but was in- 
troduced because Mr. Shurtleff is opposed to 
the clinics and out of sympathy with the en- 
tire program of the state board of charities, 
nevertheless the fact that its passage would 
be a slap at Gov.

' Goal Dealers in Protest. 

Coal dealers throughout the state are ex- 
pressing much opposition to a bill introduced 
in the senate by Mr. Clark of Chicago. The 
bill makes it unlawful for coal mining com- 
panies or dealers to mix coal with slate, stone, 
earth, gravel, or other matter that will 
materially affect the weight, quality, or 
fineness thereof.

INDIANA SENATE CONCURS IN 
2 CENT FARE AMENDMENTS. 


Measure as It Goes to Governor Provides 
for Rate of 2 1-2 Cents if Passenger 
Pays on Train. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 22.—[{Spectal.}—All 
the Bland 2 cent fare bill needs now to be- 
come a law is the signature of the governor. 
The senate today concurred in the house 
amendments to the measure and it was sent 
to the state’s chief executive. The measure 
as it is now provides for 2 cent fare except 
when the fare is paid on the train, when 
the charge shall be 2% cents a mile, the 
extra money, however, to be refunded at any 
ticket office of the road. This amendment 
providing for a differential was offered by 
the house, It provides, also, that half fare 
shall apply to children from 8 to 12 years of 
age. 

The differential feature of the bill was 
recommended by railroad conductors, who 
appeared before the house cOmmittee and 
declared that it was their desire that such 
a provision should be included in the bill, as 
they did not care to handle the money of 
the railroad companies. 

The lower house this afternoon indefinite- 
ly postponed the high license bill by a vote 
of 81 to 47. The bill sought to raise ga- 
loon Mcenses in Indiana to $1,000. 


Passes 2% Cent Fare Bill. 
Raleigh, N. C., Feb. 22.—The state senate 
today passed a 2% cent passenger rate bill, 
also including the.second class fare which 
is made 2 cents. The house had voted for 
a 2 cent rate.

Under present conditions 
the only railroad leading into the interior is 
one built from Skagway, at the head of 
Lynn canal. This road was built by Cana- 
dian capital and runs only about thirty miles 
in American territory. It connects the sea 
with the headwaters of the great Yukon 
river. It dominates the inlets to Alaska and 
controls the whole trade of the Yukon valley, 
save during the few months the river is open 
to navigation. Senator Nelson of Minne- 
sota, who. visited the territory a few years 
ago, wants a railroad constructed between 
the place called Valdez, about 300 miles west 
of Skagway, on the gulf of Alaska, and Bagle 
City, a distance of 400 miles. 


Points to Be Determined. 


If a commission goes to Alaska it will have 
to investigate: 

Whether there is evidence in the develop- 
ments which have taken place in the in- 
terior of Alaska during recent years and in 
the present outlook to justify the belief that 
its mineral deposits are of an extent and 
value to give employment for an indefinite 
time and yield adequate returns, and are 
conditions with respect to claims and soil 
such as to insure a permanent white popu- 
lation? 

Are the difficulties and expense of trans- 
portation attendant upon the development 
of the resources of this interior country 
sufficiently great to justify the government 
in giving support to railroad construction? 

If so, where should such aid be given to 
best serve the whole district? 

Maj. W. P. Richardson, Ninth infantry, 
president of the board of road commission- 
ers for Alaska, commenting upon the firat 
proposition, stated in a report.to the secre- 
tary of war that all information he pos 
sessed. justified the view that Alaska has 
entered upon a promising career. Under ad- 
verse conditions the gold production of the 
interior of Alaska has Increased from $700,- 
000 in 1898 to $12,000,000 in 1905, with a 
total during that time of approximately $45,- 


Gold Yield Increases. 


Every year has witnessed new discoveries 
and added to the area of known gold bearing 
gravel, both in the Interior proper and what 
is known as Seward peninsula, in the far 
north, where Nome is situated. The valley 
of Tanana, which it is proposed to penetrate 
by rallroad, produced gold last year valued 
at $6,000,000. There is no doubt that large 
areas of arable land exist in the valleys of 
the Tanana, Copper, Sushitna, or other riv- 
ers, and that the climatic conditions permit 
the growth of all the hardier vegetables and 
cereals, with perhaps wheat to some er- 
tent and various grasses for stock feed. 

Many persons originally drawn to Alaska 
in the hopes of finding gold have taken up 
land and begun to cultivate the soll, and 
this number will Increase, it is predicted, as 
conditions become better understood, and it 
is found profitable to supply the mining 
towns. Thus will grow up a permanent pop- 
ulation attached to the soll and surround- 
ings, as in other frontier countries. In the 
copper district, large mines of valuable cop- 
per are believed to exist, and coal is found 
all over the country. 

The cost of transporting supplies is im- 
mense. It ranges from $2 a ton mile to $8 and 
$10. But above even the question of freight 
rate is the need of communication with the 
outside world, means of transportation and 
transmissions of mails during. the long period 
closed to navigation, from October to June.

Will Test Automatic Plan. 

In addition to the ordinary block system 
worked by telegraphic advices through sig- 
nals set by hand, there is an automatic sys- 
tem, and it is this the appropriation made 
for the use of the commission is designed 
for. Several railroads east and west have 
a block system which is wholly or par- 
tially automatic. Some of these systems 
and devices are said to be good, and others 
are failures. In some cases the principle of 
the device is excellent, but it has been badly 
worked out. In other cases the effect of 
climate, or the rattling of trains, of changes 
in roadbed, and of injury by section em- 
ployés have rendered unreliable the scheme 
of protection which is normally good. 

There ig a general belief among railroad 
experts and others thata combination of the 
automatic and manual system will, in the 
end, be found to be the real remedy for ac- 
cidente which have cursed American rail- 
roads and have made them a shame and 
reproach throughout the world. 

For instance, it is evident that a signal 
man in his tower is powerless to stop a 
train which rushes by his danger agnal. 
All he can do ie to telegraph to the end of 
the block and await results. If the train 
which has passed his danger signal catches 
up with another or meets it head on in that 
block, the signal man has done his duty, but 
a terrible accident occurs none the less. 


Ideal Combination Seen. 

The ideal combination is one which in some 
way would set the brakes upon a4 train which 
attempte to go into a forbidden block, or 
which would at least convey to the engineer, 
conductor, and passengers a warning 80 per- 
sistent and so long continued that it could 
not be disregarded by any except mad men. 
To create a danger signal there should be in 
the ideal system a combination of machine 
and man. That is to say, there should be a 
manual and an automatic device itythe same 
tower, because a man is not Hable to be asleep 
and a machine out of order at one and tne 
same time. 

There are devices already on the market, 
and others under consideration in the patent 
office, whick seek to accomplish all these 
and other desirable ends. Since I began 
writing on thie subject, after the Baltimore 
and Ohio wreck, I have been flooded with let- 
ters and circulars from owners of inventions 
which were guaranteed to prevent collisions, 
which is all the ideal block signal system ever 
can do. What the interstate commerce com- 
mission desires to do is to put all these auto- 
matic devices to a practical test, select those 
which are worthy of adoption, and later on 
recommend them to congress as types of 
those to be required of railroads. If legisla-

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RULING GIVEN FOR SOLON, 


| COURT ORDERS POLITICIAN 1 
PLACED OW CITY PAY BOLL. 
Helds That Civil Service Commission 
Had Ne Authority to Recommend 
His Discharge fer Collecting Cam- 
peign Assessments and That He Is 
Entitled to $6,700 Back Salary~ 
Appeal Will Be Taken on Ground 
That Office He Held Is Abolished. 


Frank W. Solon, former superintendent of 
street and alley cleaning, who was separat- 
ed from the city pay roll in June, 1065, for 
political abuse of official position after the 
charges had been sustained by the civil serv- 
ice commiasion, was led to believe yester- 
day that a ruling of Circuit Judge Healy 
of Elgin would give to him his former posi- 
tion and $6,700 of back pay. Later in the 
day grave doubt was thrown upon Both 
propositions by the attitude of the city. 

The issue of the salary Judgment is ques- 
tioned because it cannot be included legally 
in that restoring the politician to his job. 
The restoration seems unlikely, as the re- 
vised municipal code, which went inte effect 
on March 20, 1906, does not provide for such 
an office as Solon formerly held. 


Court Orders Reinstatement. 

Solon wae discharged on the grounds that 
he collected campaign contributions from 
ward clubs and secured the transfer of po- 
lcemen and the laying off of city teamsters 
| who would not yield to his demands, 

The court found that the civil service law 
does not forbid the collection of campaign 
assessments and that the other charges were 
unsustained by the evidence. 

Colin C. H. Fyffe, attorney for Solon, was 
instructed to prepare a judgment ordering 
the civil service commissioners to reinstate 
Solon and the city to pay him $6,700 aa sal- 
ary due him for the time elapsed since his 
discharge. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Sullivan, after the adjournment of court, 
convinced Attorney Fyffe that both orders 
cofld not be included in the same judgment 
and a second will be sought. 


High Tribunal Must Decide. 

As to the reinstatement, Mr. Sullivan will 
éontend before the Supreme court that the 
office of assistant superintendent of streets 
in charge of street and alley cleaning was 
abolished with all others of that nature upon 


ithe adoption of the revised code of 1908.

Finally, despite the liberality of his ex- 
tremely rich mother, he became involved in

new world. He came over to the new world 
and lived here and in South America until 
the death of his mother, when he was 
obliged to return in connection with the dis- 
position of her fortune. His creditors hoped 
to be able to levy on it, but found that she 
had tied it up into a trust, by the terms of 
which he was only able to have a certain 
allowance each year, no one having any 
tight to touch the capital. Last summer his 
old father, who had been mentally weak 
and under restraint for some time, died, and 
now hie son, the last duke of Berghes, has 
followed him to the grave.

Both father and son came permanently be- 
fore the public at the time when the late 


brother, Baron Raymond Sellliere, in a lu- 
natic asylum at Paris in order to secure con- 
trol of his fortune, an asylum from which 
he only obtained his liberation through his 
brother-in-law and nephew, the two dukes 
de Bérghes. The cider of the two was ina 
position to sympathize with him, as the 
duchess de Perigord had also endeavored to 
have him locked up es incompetent to man- 
age his affairs. 

The duchess used to think that everybody 
was crazy but herself, and was responsible 
for consigning quite a large number of her 
kinsfolk to madhouses. Her father—that is 
to say, the grandfather of the duke de Ber- 
ghes, who has just died—was that wicked old 

ron Seilliere who committed suicide when

MEET TO TELL THEIR RECOLLECTIONS. 


Fifteen Illinoisans Meet as Guests of Honor of Polo Historical Society and” 15 
Give Verbal Memories of the Mactyr President. ‘ 


Polo, III., Feb. 22.—[{Special.]—Fifteen men 
who had seen or talked to Abraham Lin- 
coln were the guests of the Polo Historical 
society this afternoon. 

The entire afternoon was spent in listen- 
ing to the personal recollections of these 
men who told stories and impressions of the 
president who died at the climax of his fame 
forty-two years ago. 

They told of his magnetism, of his homeli- 
ness, of his ungainliness on horseback, of 
his masterly grasp of stat ft, of his de- 
bate with Douglas, of his nderful hold 
upon the people. 

Among the little band of fifteén was a man 
who used to watch Lincoln make his morn- 
ing toilet at a pall of water on the back 
porch of the White house, 

Others had heard Lincoln tell some of his 
funny stories, still others had seen him on 
his visit to the army, others on his walks 
about Washington, and lastly, there were 
three who lent somber tones to the com- 
posite picture of the great martyr by de- 
scribing him as he looked te them while 
lying in his coffin at Chicaga. 


Spent a Day with Iincoln, 

John D. Campbell, one of the guests, had 
the privilege of spending nearly an entire 
day with Lincoln. That wae before Lincoln 
had become a national figure. It hed been 
advertised that John Sheldon and Abraham 
Lincoln were to speak in Oregon, I., on the 
political questions of the hour and Seenas 
Aplington, the founder of Polo, whe was a 


/personal friend of Lincoln, invited him to 


come to Polo as @ guest at his home on the 
way to Oregon. 

Mr. Campbell then was a etruggling young 
lawyer. Mr. Aplington brought Lincoln into 
Mr. Campbell’s office and introduced the 
two men. Mr. Campbell was invited to ride 
to Oregon with Aplingten and Lincoln, 
which invitation was accepted, and he was 
privileged to hear Mr. Lincoln talk and to 
laugh at his stories. These stories, Mr. 
Campbell says were not told for the pur- 
pose of making any one laugh, but always 
to point a moral or clinch an argument. 


Hair Never Looked Combed. 

Mr. Campbell did not think Lincoln was 
homely. His features were coarse and his 
hair had the appearance of being uncombed, 
but there was a play of sunshine and shadow 
on his face when he talked that drew one to 
him. In repose Mr. Campbell said Lincoln's 
face was sad. At the political meeting at 
Oregon many people began to leave the 
building when Lincoln arose, but as soon as 
he began to speak all were drawn to him 
and remained to listen to him. 

The following morning, while waiting for 
the train in Polo, Mr. Lincoln again visited 
Mr. Campbell s office and also took ea walk 
with him.

This second book of memoirs 
is needed to complete the first, whiloh inten- 
tionally concerned itself largely with Dr. 
Conways life in Dngland and America. 

As one might expect from the author's pro- 
fession as Unitarian divine, his attitude in 
his book fs that of the religious teacher in 
search of religious truth. It is natural, under 
these circumstances, that scenes and man- 
ners of the countries that he visite should 
appear to him chiefly as a background for 
the figures of great religious teachera, end 
for peculiar manifestations of religious 
thought. 

Glanecing through his spectacles we find 
that many notable people whose names alone 
we know, gain thereby a home setting which 
converts them for us into genuine personages 
with a living personality. This is true of 
Ramanathan, who lectured at Harvard last 
year; of Arabi Pasha, “the Egyptian”; of 
Keshub Chunder Sen, preacher of the Breh- 
mo Somaj; and of Ghosh, the great Brahma 
positivist. Such an impression fe invaluable 
because. it adde so distinct a benefit to one’s 
quota of general culture. 

„On his way westward toward the great east 
Dr. Conway crossed our country, stopping 
en route at Salt Lake City and at San Fran- 
cisco. His memories of both places are of. 
special interest just now when the Mormon 
Smith affair ie a matter of yesterday, and 
when the San Francisco tragedy is still fresh 
in the public mind. 


Salt Lake City our author saw under the 
most favorable circumstances, having for 
his guide John W. Young, son of the great 
Brigham Young, a cicerone, who introduced 
him to Mormon society at its best. The dis- 
ussion which ensued between the two men 
n regard to plural marriages has in it cer- 
tain elements of humor. Mr. Young's atti- 
tude apparently was that man is a natural 
polygamist, and that “ you can’t go contrary 
to man's nature.“ The strong monogamic 
instinct which woman possesses in our west- 
erm world—even considering it abstractly asa 
result of economic and social conditions—he 
dismisses with an amusing masculine arro- 
gance: “ Woman is necessarily the inéerior 
of mam,“ and “there are religious reasons 
why she should be the one to surrender her 
feelings in this respect.”

Good Sales of Merchandise. 

“Trade conditions in the principal lines 
of staple merchandise exhibit healthy buy- 
ing and prompt collections. Many mail or- 
ders appear for prompt shipments to the 
southwest, and house sales show large ag- 
gregates in dry goods, suits, footwear, mil- 
linery, and food products. Reports from 
traveling salesmen and the grain belt speak 
confidently as to the prospects for success- 
ful business results and money is more plen- 
tiful among all classes. 

Despite storms and heavier cost of op- 
erating, the Chicago railroads exhibit earn- 
ings exceeding those at this time last year 


and the offerings of commodities make an 


. unprecedented volume. 

The total movement of grain at this port 
made the expected.recovery, 9,850,319 bush- 
els, comparing with 6,061,007 last week and 
7,242,824 bushels a yearago.

Says ‘L’ Road Attorney Went Too Far. 
In the case of U. Linder Wilkinson, who 
was convicted of perjury in 1905 in connec- 
tion with the Strang conspiracy case, the 
Supreme court released the defendant, 
strongly intimating that his conviction 
amounted to a case of “ railroading.’ The 
court closed its opinion with 8 criticism of 
Joseph B. David, attorney for the Lake 
Street Elevated railroad, who was inetru- 
mental im bringing about the conviction. 

Rose Strang brought and recovered judg- 
men: against the Lake Street“ L' for dam- 
ages for personal injuries, and Wilkinson 
was one of her witnesses. Afterwards it was 
charged that the sult was the result of a 
eonspiracy, and the woman, together with 
witnesses, was put on trial. 

' “Wilkirson went on the stand in his own 
behalf and was questioned as to certain con- 
versaiions he had with David and others, in 
which he was said to have admitted that 
his evidence in the damage sult was untrue. 
He denied these conversations, and on the 
‘strength of these denials was convicted, 
David appearing as a witness against him, 
and also as one of the counsel! for the prose- 
eution.’ 

The court declares the indictment was 
fauliy and then cites a great number of 
errors in the trial. In conclusion it goes into 
the conduct of tae attorney and says; 

Here the witness first appear as an 
attorney for the Lake Street Elevated and 
wag instrumental in procuring affidavits in 
support of a motion for a new trial. He 
rext appears as especial counsel for the peo- 
ple in the prosecution of the conspiracy case, 
and while he may not have appeared actively 
in the prosecution, he voluntarily appeared 
as a prominent witness. There is substan- 
Hal ground for the inference that he regarded 
the litigation throwghout as between the ele- 
wated railroad and the defendants rather 
than as by the people for the enforcement 
af public rights. We cannot overlook such 
_professional impropriety when our attention 
is called to it.” 


Must Show Motive of ‘‘Slugging.” 

The Supreme court released J. A. McBride, 
who was convicted of assatfiting a strike- 
breaker at the Goodman Manufacturing com- 
pany plant. McBride was a picket and an 
injunction had been issued against interfer- 
ence with men who were working in the 
plant. It was not denied that McBride as- 
saulted the strikebreaker, but the Supreme 
court holds that the evidence does not war- 
rant the conviction that he was violating the 
injunction. The court says that under the 
evidenee McBride might have had any num- 
her of provocations for the assault in no 
way connected with the strike. The court 
holds that it was necessary to prove that 
the assault was prompted by the enmity of 
the strike. 


Assailant of William Grace Free. 


The case of Augusta Dahlberg, convicted 
ef attempted mayhem, was reversed and re- 
manded. The woman was sentenced to 
Joliet for an indefinite term for throwing 
red pepper in the eyes of William Grace, the 
contractor, and for beating him over the 
head with an umbrella. Grace and Mrs. 
Dahlberg had been on friendly terms for a 
mumber of years. She claimed he had been 
the cause of her separation from her hus- 
bend. The Supreme court holdg that the 
evidence did not warrant the verdict that 
the lower court committed an error in ad- 
— the evidence as to the assault with 

um 


Policeman Blake Out to Stay. 


The civil service case, growing out of the 
éisc of James A. Blake from the Chi- 
cago force in 1897, was disposed of by a 
decision affirming the action taken by the 
branch Appellate court. The Supreme court 
says, however, that in approving the order 
made, by which Blake was put out of the de- 
partment for all time, it does so on grounds 
entirely different from those assigned by the 
branch court. That court held the Circuit 
court had no jurisdiction in the case, butj/the 
Supreme court says otherwise. It holds, 
however, that Blake wae legally discharged 
because his discharge was within the proba- 
tionary period, and the commission had the 
right to make the ordef.
